One of the worst habits that’ young 
child forms is that of thumb sucking: 
Many mothers would rather have the 
baby quiet and happy and sucking its 
thumb than dissatisfied with life in 
genéral and: raising. Cain. But the 
pacifying of the youngster. by — this 
method will cause a great deal of ‘dif- 
ficulty. 


When’ a child sucks’ its thumb’ it 
pushes the roof of the mouth upward 
so that it makes a very high arch; and 
as the roof of the mouth is the floor |’ 
of the nose, the nasal splice is reduced 
ed and the septum of the nose js push- 
ed over either to the right or. to’ the 
left—usually to-the left. 

The upper teeth -in front,-along 
with the bone in which they are im- 
bedded, are. pushed forward and up- 
ward, and the lower front teeth and 
the surrounding bone are pushed in- 
ward and downward so that the ar- 
rangement of the teeth, that was in- 
tended by nature, is very Setiquny: ae 
terfered with. 

The constant drawing, ‘oii ‘dibs 
the thumb, extends to the accessory 
cavities and. there is almost a ce 
tainty that adenoids will be. developed 
if this habit is continued for any con- 
sidefable period. “at
